New York—If the selective service bill passes congress, every man wiih- 


in the age limits finally decided upon will have to go to the polling place 
in the voting precinct where he usually registers for election. There he 
will be asked a few very simple questions about his age, occupation, citi- 
zenship, residence, etc. He will be registered on a roll of inhabitants of 
that district. He will be given a registration card 
showing that he has performed that duty. He must 
not be careless about keeping that card because it 
probably will be demanded for identification many 
times as war fever intensifies. 


Registration is not very important-of itself, except 


for protection of the registrant. It creates no pri- 
vileges and imposes no obligations. 


Yet, during the World war, it created the first great 


problem. In my own state of Oklahoma, especially 
among Indians, and in some southern hill-billy sec- 
tions it was regarded as sinister and some of the 
boys left the reservation to avoid it. Instead of send- 
ing deputy sheriffs and United States marshals out 
to get them with guns, we asked missionaries and 
preachers to go out to explain that it was a measure 
for their own protection.

LAKE TROUT NOW 
IN DEEP WATER 
By Harold Hollis 


The lake trout is a true cold waier 


fish. Take one from the depths on 
a blistering hot summer day and 
you will find his body to be cold as 
ice. The temperatures he requires 
arc found only in very deep water 
and so for the most part the range 
of this fish is limited to thc Great 
Lakes and the deepest of the small- 
er lakes in northern Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and, of course Can- 
ada. I was told that one lake where 
I fished for them was 800 feet in 
some places. The trout do not go to 
such extreme depths, however, gen- 
erally 100 feet or so is enough. 


Tor two periods each season, the 


spring and fall, the trout are in shal- 
low water where they can be taken 
by fly casting. Comparatively few 
fishermen are in lake trout country 
at these times, however, and so for 
the most part 
fishing for 
them 


means deep trolling. 


One way of getting the lure down 


to the required depths is to use a 
heavy sinker weighing half a pound 
or more. This does the work.but 
detracts from the sport as the fish 
is so hampered by the weight that 
he gets little chance to fight Some 
anglers have devised methods of 
! freeing the line of the sinker after 
a fish has been hooked.

some sections of the country. In 
the extreme south, for instance, 
gladiolus is among those being re- 
moved from thc garden.

north, th£ bulbs are not generally 
lifted until later in the season. How- 
ever, if the foliage has yellowed and 
died down, the ground they occupy 
can be used for a latter crop of some- 
thing else. The bulbs can be lifted 
provided they can be saved from 
too great dryness during the hot 
weather still ahead. 


Coating thc bulbs with melted 


paraffin will prevent excessive dry- 
ing, if thq work is carefully done." 


For paraffin coating we need the 


wax which we can obtain from 
groceries or other places where can- 
ning supplies are available, a shal- 
low cooking pan in which to melt 
ihc wax, and a wire basket, like a 
french frier, into which the bulbs 
are placed for dipping.
